Bur perhaps 
it will be faid, that thofe Gentlemen’s voting for the 
moft Part on this Side, is a flrong Prefumprion in 
Favour of the Editor’s Suggeftion. But I fay not. 
The far greater Part of thefe Gentlemen were Mem- 
bers before they had Places, diftinguithed themfelves 
in the Service of their Country, and were, on this 
Account rewarded by the Crown, out of the Monty 
given by their Countrymen ; and what berrer Ule 
could be made of it 2?

In the mean Time, I am not afraid or 
stham'd to fay that I think this Sery might be an- 
fwer'd in the Negative, becaufe I think ) wh hel 
tho” not a corrupt Dependence, neceffary 5 and am 
inclined to think thus by confidering what was done 
by an independent Houle of Commons in the Year 
1650. 

Ir is enquired, Whether the corrupt influencing 
either or both Houfes of Parliament is not fubveri- 
ing thofe Parts of the Legiflature, and deftroying 
our Conftitution? [ think it may be fo; but I am 
fure the afferting that fuch Influence is ufed, withour 
Proof, is a mott flagrant Attempt in the fame Kind, 
hath as bad a Tendency, and ought to be as feverely 
punifhed. 

Tus two next Querics turn on the Atremprs 
made to procure a Law for excludirg fuch as have 
Places from fitting in Par'iament, with an Inrent to 
reprefent thofe Attempts as laudable in themfelves, 
and defeated only by the Force of Corruption. To 
which I anfwer, That after confidering the Argu- 
ments urged on both Sides, [ am thoroughly per- 
fuaded, rhat Men of great Worth might vote on 
both Sides of the Queftion, there being much to be 
hoped, and much to be feared, from fuch a Law ; 
and therefore I conccive that it was not Corruption 
which defeated thefe.Artempts, however laudable. 

THe next three Queries refer to the famous Se- 
ceffion, which they are intended to defend, by mo- 
deftly fuppofing, that the Motives thereunto were 
fo juft, and fo apparent, as to need no Defence. For 
my Part, I look upon that Srep to be as eeak as it 
was wicked: All the Stories that we are told of pub- 
lick or private Corruption are Suppofitions only. They 
can, in their own Nature, be no more ; and for Men 
who call themfelves Patriots, who boaft of their 
Learning, Senfe, and Politicks, to pretend that Sup- 
pofitions of other Men's — aink their Con- 
(ciences, were fufficient to jufii y aake deferting of 
what they knew to be their Duty, is fuch Sul as 
will not bear repeating. I know that many of them 
difliked it then, I mean when they did it, that moft 
of them are afhamed of it mca, and that the more 
intelligent are in greater Pain about their Elefions 
from that Step, than any one Friend of the Govern- 
ment can be in about his on any Account whatfo- 
ever. In fhort, it is fuch a Srep, as if any Critcrion 
fhould be fer up at the next general Eleétion, 
ought to be, chat no Member fhould indulge ois 
his Humeur or his private Interef ac the Expen ‘s Hie 

¢ Le undertakes cpreicut. Velo.” 
thofe Le und to repreicut. For as Sx 
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prefent, or any other Excuf, ic will to be fure go 
fort nothiog wich their Confticucnts, fince every School- 
boy knows, That Truants are never at @ Lofs for 
79 ales. 

Tus laf two Queries are enough fo fer one a 
laughing. The Faction having diicover'd, that tho’ 
they have Jotes, they cannot barter them for Places, 
moft humbly defire the People of England, for this 
Caufe, to interpofe, and prevent fuch as have Places 
from having Votes. Put this mto plain Englib, it 
will run thus: We the prefent Multitude of Malecon- 
tents, finding, as the Conftitution mow flands, that we 
are, and’are like to be a Minority, notwithftanding all 
she fine Speeches we make, and all the pretty Papers 
ewe + do moft humbly befeech the People to take care, 
at the néxt EleEion, to procure fuch an Alteration in 
the Conflitution, as, at laft, and at long Run, may ren- 
der us a Majority. And what then? Why then cifele 
Gentlemen will rake care, that Aing, Lords and Com- 
mons put together fhall never make them a Afinority 
again. Bur it is tobe hoped the People of Great 
Britain will be wifer; and for my own Part, I ao 
mot think that I fhall deferve any hard Names for 
withing, that, in the Choice of a new Parliament, they 
may not be brib'd, bully'd, or blinded by any Set ot 
Men whatfoever.
